ADVANCES MADE ADOUT ST. QUENTIN
LONDON, September 26.—The 4th Turkish army on the 

Palestine front is virtually surrounded in the region east of the 
Jordan and faces annihilation by General Allenby’s forces. The 
total of prisoners already taken was increased today to 45.000.
The annihilation of the 4th army, now hoped for. would com­
plete the cleaning up of the Turkish forces in Palestine, ac
counting for about 80,000 men. N

The precarious position of the 4th army may be seen from 
the fact that Arab cavalry and infantry are north of it, Arabs 
and British east and British troops to the south. These forces 
are pressing inward on the enemy, while the Jordan, with its 
crossings* is in the hands of the allies.

British troops are extending their occupation about the Sea 
of Galilee. They have occupied Tiberias and Semakh, on the 
borders of that sea, and Es-Samra, it was officially announced.

Pushing on to the east of the Jordan, the British have occu­
pied the strategic town of Amman, on the lledjas railway.

Since the beginning of the operations on the night of Sep­
tember 18, the British total casualties from all causes amount 
to less than one-tenth of the number of prisoners captured.

LONDON, September 26.—-The important Bulgarian cen­
ter of Ishtib has been captured by allied troops, say dispatches 
received from the Salonica front today. 4

The official Serbian statement says that at Troyabt the 
Germans burned their depots, the fire spreading to one of their 
hospitals, where more than 100 men were burned to death.

In the Champagne, the new allied offensive, started by 
French and American troops, is progressing favorably, while in 
the near east, British forces have begun the invasion of Bul­
garia.

Although dispatches from the new battle front in France 
do not indicate the extent o£ territory over which the Franco- 
American armies attacked early today, the line probably in­
cludes a great part of the seventy-mile front between Rheims 
and Verdun, with the possibility that it may reach even farther 
east. Advices from the French army headquarters describe the 
front under attack as wide.

The French, operating on the left of the Americans, at­
tacked in a dense fog after artillery preparation that ended in 
an hour of unusually severe gunfire.

FOCH'g BLOW ON QUIET FRONT.
The new allied thrust in the west comes on a front that has 

not been very active since the Germans failed to advance in 
Champagne in the defeated offensive of July 15 e^st and west 
of Rheims. French soldiers are fighting in Champagne, which 
runs from Rheims eastward to the Argonne, west of Verdun.
The Americans are moving forward east of the Champagne 
simultaneously with General Petain’s men.

Great possibilities might result from a successful allied 
advance on the front east of Rheims, as the German communi­
cations would be severed and the formidable enemy position 
from Arras to, Laon endangered with the important southern 
end outflanked.

ADVANCE ON 130-MlCE FRONT.
In Macedonia the allies are advancing all along the 130- 

mile V-shaped front between Monastir and Lake Doiran. The 
Bulgarian l,st army on the allied left has been placed in a pre­
carious positon by the cutting of the Prilep-Veles road at Izvor, 
while the Serbians are at Ishtib, eighteen miles east of Veles, 
and one of the bases of the Bulgarian 2d army. Apparently the 
Veles-Ishtib line, the most formidable for the enemy south of 
Uskub, will prove untenable.

FOCH 8APPINQ HUN RESERVE.

Allied Success in Champagne Would 
Force Further Retreat.

I By th* United Free*]
NEW YORK. September 26.-The 

Franco-American attack in the Cham­
pagne i* for the purpose of bending 
hack the German front between Rheima 
and the Verdun sector*, and compell­
ing Von Hindenburg to uee up more of 
hi* dwindling reserve* in protecting thia 
lightly held part of his front.

Few Troops in Line.
Since the early month* of the war, 

the Champagne front ha* been defended 
by scarcely more troop* than the line 
farther east In Lorraine and Alsace. Von 
Hindenburg** concentration of hi* own 
man power in western France hereto­
fore had compelled the allies to meet 
him there. The American armies, how­
ever, now permit Marshal Foch to dic­
tate the direction of the attack and the 
selection of the Champagne front for 
a new drive will still further prevent 
Von Hindenburg from controlling the 
pace of his retirement to Belgium.

A serious bend In the German front 
between Rheims and Verdun would 
create a pocket in the Rheims area con­
taining a dangerous threat of flanking 
operations against the Hindenburg line 
from tile south. Even a small break 
through by the allies in that iector 
would be so perilous to the Germans as 
to compel them to move back their 
whole line from Rheims to SLgQuentin. 
The AJgne river makes a double bend 
north and then east from the Rheim* 
area. It is probable that Marshal Foch 
is trying to throw the Germans into this 
bend, compelling them to retire In the 
direction of MezTeres. If this proves suc­
cessful the whole German front from 
Flanders to Metz will have to be 
straightened without delay.

Yankees’ Part Unknown.
W'hat part the Americans are play­

ing in the drive is noj revealed. The 
district known as the Champagne is an 
old division of France no longer geo­
graphically used. It extends eastward 
not ’quite as far as the St. Mihiel sec­
tor. The American advance in the Mo­
selle district may be a second Ameri­
can drive in co-operation with but not 
in actual contact with active American 
units in Champagne proper. Or the 
French may be alone in the Cham­
pagne, while the American Moselle op­
erations are regarded as a continuation 
cf the Champagne drive. The Ameri­
cans. however, w’ho are moving ahead 
in the Moselle sector are not seeking 
any Champagne objectives.

It is possible Marshal Foch may have 
ordered the Moselle attack as a feint 
to conceal his more ambitious designs 
in Champagne.

LAFAYETTE, Ind., September 26.- 

Soldiers from Camp Purdue, making up 
national army vocational training de­
tachment at Purdue university* here, 
carried, out an actual battle program 
last night in army motor transports, 
traversing Tippecanoe and Montgomery 
counties in a night convoy trip, the 
first of the kind attempted by them.

SIXTY AT FT. HARRISON
One hundred and twenty-five cases of 

influenza were reported today tn the In­
dianapolis Chamber of Commerce train­
ing detachment No. 2, stationed at the 
State School for the Deaf, where a 
quarantine was established last night, 
and sixty cases at Ft. Benjamin Harri­
son.

After a conference on the situation 
late Wednesday with Captain N. J. Del- 
ahanty, chief medical officer.

Dalbey Crawfls. commanding the de­
tachment at the State School for the 
Deaf, ordered the quarantine. A guard 
was immediately thrown about the 
grounds.

Civilians Turned Back.
Many civilians, unaware of the quar­

antine were turned back by tba guard 
last night

None of the men of the detachment is 
allowed to leave the grounds. Work in 
the shops and classrooms, however, is 
not to be stopped, unless the epidemic 
grows beyond its present proportions.
- None of the cases in the detachment 
has been diagnosed as Spanish influ­
enza. the medical officers believing that 
the ailment here Is not as serious as 
that prevailing in the east.

There are sixty cases of influenza in 
Ft.

GAVE LIFE IN GREAT CAUSE
Residents of Indianapolis filled to 

overflowing Roberts Park Methodist 
Episcopal church at Vermont and 
North Delaware streets today at the 
funeral services held for Cafttain Jo­
seph J. Hammond, of the British Royal 
flying corps, who was killed Sunday 
afternoon when an airplane he was 
driving crashed to the ground near the 
speedway.

Bishop Jdeeph M. Francis, who con­
ducted the services, paid tribute to 
Captain Hammond, saying he was an 
example of the man who stands ready 
to give his all in “the great cause in 
which we are all engaged." Captain 
Hammond, the bishop said, no doubt 
would have preferred to have died in 
the midst of battle from which he had 
come many times unscathed, but that, 
nevertheless, he died w’hile performing 
the duty assumed to him.

What Duty Really la.
The death of Captain Hammond 

brings anew to the people, said Bishop 
Francis, what duty really is. and how 
wonderful is the power of sacrifice. An­
other lesson brought home by this 
tragedy, the bishop said, was that by 
the people of Indianapolis participating 
in the services, they were forging an­
other link in the chain that Is binding 
closer together the two great branches 
of the Anglo-Saxon race.

•We bury him not as a stranger, but 
as one of our own," said Bishop Fran­
cis.

Three additional motor mail routes 
out of Indianapolis have been arranged 
by the postal authorities, Robert E.

GIRLS WEARING NAVY

EXPERIMENTS ARE MADE WITH 
TUFTS COLLEGE VACCINE.

EMERGENCY CALLS SENT OUT
BOSTON. September 2%.-A public 

meeting to discuss plans for effectively 
combatting the epidemic of influenza 
in New England was held in the city 
hall here today. The closing of theaters, 
motion picture houses and other pub­
lic gathering places in this city, in ac­
cordance with the suggestion of the 
emergency public health committee, was 
among the questions taken up.

Physicians and nurses fighting the dis­
ease have declared fresh air and bright 
sunshine the best preventives against 
its further spread. Yesterday was just 
such a day as the workers most desired, 
but today was cloudy with frequent 
heavy showers.

Au urgent appeal for volunteer physi­
cians and nurses sent out from the 
statehouse resulted in many offers of 
assistance and the officials continued 
their efforts with renewed vigor re­
gardless of the unfavorable conditions. 
More than 100 nurses have enrolled with 
the Red Cross for emergency service, 
but it was said today that the need 
was still great and the nursing corps 
must be still further increased.

New Vaccine Tried.
Much interest was manifested in ex­

periments being made with a new influ­
enza vaccine produced at the Tufts 
college laboratories Nurses at the Bos­
ton citv Ifbspital, and students in the 
Tufts medical school, have been inocu­
lated, and officials said that a day or 
two would show definitely whether the 
product would be effective in preventing 
further spread of the epidemic.

The New England division of the 
American Red Cross has responded to

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REPORTS BEING INVESTIGATED 

BY FEDERAL AGENTS.

OFFICERS MAKE COMPLAINT
Investigation of reports that a large 

number of girls and youtog women in 
Indianapolis were wearing "middy” 
blouses with the insignia of navy of­
flcers on the sleeves, was started todhy 
by agents of the bureau of investiga­
tion of the department of justice. Com­
plaints that the insignia were being 
worn unlawfully by girls, particularly 
a number of high school girls, were 
made to Charles P. Tighe, agent in 
charge of the bureau, and L. Ert Slack, 
district attorney, by offlcers at the lo­
cal naval recruiting station. Prompt 
action was promised by the authorities.

Only three women in Indiana are en­
titled to wear any distinctive naval 
insignia. These are the three yeo* 
women stationed at the recruiting sta­
tion here, and the insignia that has 
caused the complaint is not worn by 
these yeowomen.

One girl is known to have represented 
herself as an attache of the naval re­
cruiting station while wearing the 
sleeve insignia, and another Is reported 
to have worn the service stripe of the 
navy, a red stripe which is awarded a 
sailor after he has been In service four 
years.

WASHINGTON, September 26.—Plans 
for a vote by the senate today on the 
federal woman suffrage amendment Mr* 
tually were abandoned tn the midst of 
debate. Chairman Jones, of the woman 
suffrage committee, majority leade* 
Martin and other leaders of both fac­
tions joined in private statements that 
the resolution would go over until Sat­
urday.

While the senate debate was under 
way with crowded galleries awaiting 
the Anal teat, Chairman Jones made the 
following statement to a representative 
of the Associated Press:

"It now appears likely that no vote 
will be taken today and that the reso­
lution will go over until next Saturday* 
when Senator La Follette, of Wisconsin^ 
is due to arrive."

New polls taken by the suffrage lead­
ers today are reported, to have shown 
them one or possibly two vote* short of 
the two-thirds necessary to win. They 
decided, therefore, to delay the vote un­
til every possible vote could be mus­
tered.

Some Change Attitude.
Chairman Johnes indicated, and other 

champions of the resolution said, that 
plans for a vote were upset by changes 
In the attitude of one or more senators 
who had promised to support the reso­
lution. f . . , ,

While the senate leaders revised their 
program, the crowds In the galleries 
remained to listen to the debate, most 
of them knowing nothing of the devel­
opments outside the chamber. Rome of 
the officials of the women's organiza­
tions, however, were criticised by sen­
ators favoring a delay.

Twice before the resolution has been 
called before the senate for a vote ani 
put over. Last spring the opposition 
forced' a postponement and on June 27, 
failure to arrange pairs for Senator 
James of Kentucky, contributed to an­
other postponement.

Corffident of Victory.
• Confident of succass, tha forces *1 
woman suffrage rallied In the senate 
galleries today their strongcit’forcds in 
forty years. So jure were the suffra­
gists th*t they wouM obtain the neces­
sary two-thirds majority in the final 
vote on the resolution that they had 
prepared statements in advance on their 
victory.

While the anti-suffrage senators were 
not so confident that they would b* 
able to prevent a two-thirds vote on 
the resolution, they were prepared with 
the usual assortment of parliamentary 
tricks, of which they are masters, In 
the hope that they might stave off the 
vote In this Instance as they have been 
able to do on other occasions. •

In the presence of galleries that were 
packed to the limit of capacity as soon 
as the doors were opened in the morn­
ing, senators prepared to make their 
final arguments pro and con on the 
suffrage question.

Opposing Forces Separated.
Gallery attendants found It necessary 

to separate the suffragists from the 
anti-suffragtsts in the galleries. The 
women who oppose suffrage made them­
selves known by wearing pink rosebuds, 
while the suffragists wore artificial 
yellow rosebuds. As explained by the 
suffrage party, the artificial flowers / 
were worn because of the fear that real 
flowers would wilt during the extended 
speeches that one or two senators were 
expected to make.

Senator Curtis, of Kansas, said the 
suffrage leaders had agreed to eliminate 
all speeches on the resolution with the 
exception of that made by Senator 
Vardhman, who had prepared his 
speech long ago for the other occasion 
on which It was thought that a vote 
would be reached. Several anti-suffrage 
senators, including Reed, of Missouri, 
and Hardwick, of Georgia, were pre­
pared to speak against the amendment.

Anti-Negro Amendment.
lit calling up the resolution, which 

was adopted by the house last Janu­
ary, Senator Jones made no argument 
in It* behalf.

Discussion was begun on an amend- | 
ment by Senator Williams, of Missis­
sippi, proposing to confine the franchise 
to white citizens.

Several senators presented petitions 
for and against the resolution, while 
Senator Jones held in reserve on his 
desk two big petitions bearing thou­
sands of names.

An Appeal Id SoolallPta.
It is regarded as part of a plan to 

persuade the Socialists to come to thp 
aki of the government in ita grave 
straits by demonstrating that there are 
no substantial differences of principle 
between their party and the govern­
ment, The marked similarity between 
the statements made by Von Hertling 
regarding the basis of peace and those 
principles laid down by the Socialists: 
at once was noticed.

When attention was directed to Von 
Hart ling's statement that he had had no 
response from the United States to his! 
proposal last February to accept in 
principle the f?onditions of peace laid 
down by President Wilson, official* 
pointed out that the President himself 
had effectually exposed the Insincerity 
of Von Hertling's proposal when, in his 
Baltimore speech, he pointed to the 
crime against Hush la as a sufficient rea­
son for rejecting any offer to discuss 
peace ‘ Breet-Utovsk fashion."

Furthermore, It was declared that 
there could tie no talk of peace until 
the last German and Austrian soldier 
lias been withdrawn or driven from the 
occupied territory.

Statsmsnts Are Qualified.
The dlatneilnatidn of the government 

to regard the speech, the latest move­
ment In the German peace offensive! 
as sincere and worthy of consideration 
is based on the feeling that In
scarcely a single point does the premier 
wake an unouallfled declaration of ad­
herence to the fourteen principles laid
down by President WUson. Everywhere 
In his speech, officials said, there were 
limitations and qualifications.

Official Washington noticed the admis­
sion of the deep discontent existing 
among great musses of the German peo­
ple. Through neutral countries have 
come reports of disorganisation: mutiny, 
rioting nnd desperation In Germany, 
but It remalnbd for the German chan­
cellor himself to add the official con­
firmation, which was wanting.

MINORITY HISSES HERTLING.

German ChancelloHe Speech Disap­
pointing to Socialists.

COPENHAGEN, September 28 (by the 
Associated Pres*).—Disappointment over 
Chancellor von Hertling's speech ia ln« 
dlcated by special dispatches from Ber­
lin. The Voasischs Zeltung says that the 
speech was received with hardly any ap­
plause from the majority uf those who 
listened to It and with hisses from the 
minority and at least its reception 
leaves no doubt that at least a consid­
erable part of the majority in the reich- 
stag regarded his continuance in office 
as a hindrance to the new order of 
things.

WOMAN ALSO BUYS LIBERTY BOND

Mrs. Phoebw Cox. 432 South New Jer- 
mey etreet, having given four sons to 
Uncle Sam's service, decided that she 
had not yet done enough for her coun­
try. *o she went out and found herself 
an extra Job—ehe wan already putting 
In eight hours at work as Janitor—and 
yesterday ehe "paid cash for a $100 Lib­
erty bond.

Mrs. Cox Is the mother of four sons, 
two of whom are In the navy, one Is 
now in France and the fourth la on the 
eve of departure for service overseas.

When the fourth son left In May his 
mother made up her mind that she 
would not be. less patriotic than her 
sons, and the best way she knew of 
"keeping up with my boys,” as she 
puts it, was to buy war bonds to back 
them up. So she began laying up such 
small sums as she could save against 
the fourth bond issue. For eight years 
Nfrs. Cox has been a car cleaner for 
the Pullman Company, working eight 
hours in the night shift To this she 
has added three mornings, working un­
til noon.

Mrs. Cox’s story became known yes­
terday when she appeared at the Pull­
man pay car, where Capt. D. R. Mc­
Intosh. of Sector 42, was taking the sub­
scription* of the employes.

The story of the four sons In service 
was drawn out, and when, a few min­
ute* later, a man began to explain that 
"he could hardly afford a bond this 
time,” he was cut short with a sudden 
grimness by Capt. McIntosh, who said 
that in the face of "that little woman’s 
heroic sacrifice he’d sell 100 per cent, or 
know .the reason why.” Assisted by J. 
J. Heidt. agent. O. D. Mays, assistant 
agent, and J. L. Smith, cashier, Capt. 
McIntosh obUined subscriptions from 
everv Pullman employe.

Mrs. Cox said that after giving her 
four sons, her money was an insignifi­
cant sacrifice. Raymond, who was not 
yet eighteen when he enlisted in May,

was the "baby” and the hardest to give 
up. He was assigned to the Louisiana. 
Lawrence P. Cox already was serving

However, 
the war party In Russia was primarily 
responsible, since It forced the "weak 
esar" to mobilise, and, of course, Ger­
many could not permit that So, instead 
of mobilising in return, she declared 
war.. We do not doubt that there are 
many people in the empire who will ac­
cept this explanation. If that to so, the 
chancellor may well feel satisfied with 
his speech. The war, of courea, was 
solely the work of the German govern­
ment. t

Von Hertling admits that Germany 
has a bad name abroad, which may be 
news to aorne of the people at home, 
liut he Insists that the nation has been 
the victim of a lying propaganda. There 
can be no doubt of the feeling in this 
country. The trouble with the chan­
cellor's explanation is that It is not 
true. The unfavorable opinion of Ger­
many is based on facta. The Ameri­
can people have read much of the evi­
dence, and they have also had flint-hand 
reports of the atrocities.

WHAT WILL WIN THE WAR 
The day is dull that does not bring from 
somewhere a special scheme for speedily 
ending the war and without the adop­
tion of which It Is likely to go on 
forever. A few months ago aeroplanes 
were to do the work. The air was to 
be thick with them, hundreds of thou­
sands, millions. If neceosary, and they 
w ere to form one squadron to fly over 
the west front and wipe out Germany 
w hile the German army was not look­
ing. But a monkey wrench slipped into 
the airplane program, and th* number 
of machines that reached France, count­
ing only those that would fly. was, and 
seems likely to remain for some time, 
a faw hundred thousand short of the 
number .squired for the scheme. Then 
it was suggested that the war could 
be won by gas —chemical gas. We 
could Invent more poisonous and deadly 
gas than th* Germans. Others believed 
that a few hundred long-range guns to 
bombard Berlin would quickly bring the 
German people to their senses. One 
man recently set forth a plan more 
Ingenious than the preceding. He would 
Invent a shell which could be filled with 
bees and timed to explode over the 
German lines. An army, he argued, 
that would survive shrapnel, gas, fire 
-.-••i nitroglycerin shells might be utterly 
d organized by a swarm of bees.

Posters In every public place, on the 
other hand, have informed us that food 
would win the war. Numerous men 
with something to sell have pointed the 
certain road to victory. Perhaps the 
genera! impression has been that there 
might be something In all of the ways 
guggeeted for winning the war, but that 
* well equipped American army of suf­
ficient size would probably be most ef­
fective in the task of putUng Germany 
out of business.

When posterity comes to consider the 
true relation between cause and effect 
It may be found that the war was won 
not by aeroplanes, or bees, or saving 
tinfoil, or ever, by the American army, 
but by the solanum tuberosum, or, to

ARCHIU8H0P IRELAND
The Catholic church has lost several 
of Ito dignitaries during th# laet few 
months, but none more prominent or 
more generally beloved than Archbishop 
John Ireland. Coming to thla country 
from Ireland, when a boy, he grew up 
cn the frontier at St. Paul. At an early 
age he decided to become a priest and 
was sent abroad to be educated. Re­
turning to this country about the time 
of the civil war he served aa chaplain 
with a Minnesota regiment. Through­
out his career his Americanism grew 
as did his zeal for the church. There 
was something about the life and work 
of Archbishop Ireland that stimulated 
those who came In contact with him. 
regardless of their religious belief*. He 
was a man of culture, brood in his 
views, tolsrant of those who disagreed 
with him, and ambitious both for his 
own people and the country. It was 
his belief that when a man comes to 
this nation from a foreign shore he 
must abandon his formsr standards and 
raise up Instead a standard of Ameri­
canism. and he was one of those who 
led an early fight against perpetuat­
ing foreign ideals in America. The 
present war found his Americanism 
burning with a bflghter flame than 
ever. Although he was advanced In 
years he took a leading part in every 
patriotic movement, and It waa largely 
through the expenditure of this neces­
sary physical effort that hia last Ill­
ness overtook him. John Ireland was 
a man who will be missed in his own 
diocese, and wjiose loss will be mourned 
by the entire nation.

THE GENEVE GRAB 
A pamphlet Issued by the census com­
mittee of the National Civil Service Re­
form League makes a strong case 
against the census bill which has passed 
the house. If the committee's Interpre­
tation is correct, the entire census force 
of almost 100,000 will be subject to the 
spoils system except fifteen statistical 
experts and four stenographers. Sec­
tion • of the bill provides that the 
supervisors of the census shall be ap­
pointed by th# secretary of commerce 
upon the recommendation of the direc­
tor of the census, no provision being 
made for competitive examination. The 
directors, to the number of not more 
than 400. will appoint enumerators to 
th* number of about M.ooo. a powerful 
political weapon appears to be created, 
and past experience indicates that it is 
likely to be ueed.

The pamphlet recalls some abuses fol­
lowing the surrender of the census to 
politics In 1890 and 1900. In 1890 em­
ployes were chosen without competition. 
The appointment of enumerators was 
solely a matter of patronage. The result 
was that enumerators, who are required 
by oath not to disclose Information ob­
tained In the discharge of their duties, 
were found to have been engaged In 
making poll lists. Others were advised 
by their superior officers, also political 
appointees, to work for particular can­
didates. Gross frauds were perpetrated 
in New York, inaccuracies and incom- 
pleteness being encouraged for political 
reasons.

The ItoO census was little better con­
ducted. Bureau employee were choeen 
by competitive examination, but candi­
dates were selected by senators and rep­
resentatives, and no one else was consid­
ered for appointments. The effect, of 
course, was to insure the retention of the 
patronage element. A congressman from 
Maryland obtained the appointment in 
his district of a supervisor whom he 
could depend upon. The Constitution of 
Maryland provides that representation 
in th* house of delegates to to be based 
on the federal census, if no state census 
is taken. It was thus to the interest of 
Republicans to have the enumeration of 
Republican counties as large as possible, 
three counties were somewhat short of 
the number required for additional rep­
resentation.

THE OPIUM TRADE 
It was many years ago that the 
phrase “opium trade" was sufficient 
to stir the highest moral indignation in 
those interested In saving from ruin the 
Chinese. Nowadays it has a far-away 
and almost meaningless sound. War en­
grosses us, provides the outlet for all 
our moral fervor as well as our physical 
energy. That Is the reason. If the views 
of a writer In the New Republic can be 
accepted as accurate, that the opium 
trade in China is about to be revived. 
Those who would gain thereby know that 
America and Great Britain, from whom 
the only effective protests might be ex­
pected to come, are well occupied.

Bengal opium was Introduced In 
China by British merchants. The use 
of it spread rapidly and the habit be­
came so threatening to the life of the 
nation that the Manchus were alarmed, 
wars followed and many chests were 
destroyed. British warships enforced 
the right of free trade. Then the Chi­
nese began to grow the drug themselves, 
and It became very cheap. By 1907, it 
is estimated that 26,000,000 Chinese were 
opium users. Finally, through an aroused 
public opinion, an agreement waa 
reached between England and China, 
by which the importation of Indian 
opium was to be reduced 10 per cent a 
year and to bo stopped entirely March 
81, 1917, and the growing of Chinese 
opium was to be curtailed In the same 
ratio. After much suffering, financial 
and other, and great difficulty the use 
of opium was brought under control.

Now. says the magazine writer, the 
trade is about to be revived. The Chines# 
government has entered into a contract 
with the opium combination to purchase 
all remaining supplies of Indian opium 
In China, "and has further agreed to 
turn over the drug to a Chinese opium 
syndicate, consisting of Peking officials 
and Cantonese opium merchants, who 
are to be permitted to sell the drug at 
retail in the provinces of Kiangsu and 
Kiangsi.” The government has also 
relaxed the law in other provinces, 
winking at smugglers and even paying 
soldiers, the report goes, in opium.

If the reports are true something 
should be done about ft. Great Britain 
and the United States are busy, but not 
helpless. For many years Christian 
missionaries and others of China’s well- 
wishers have, in season and out, fought 
the opium trade. The- fruits of a vic­
tory following so long and courageous 
a fight in such a cause should not be 
destroyed through neglect coming from 
preoccupation elsewhere.

GERMAN I SOLA TION
There Is reason to believe that when 
peace comes between this country and 
Germany, an effort will be made In 
America to restore pre-war commercial 
conditions. The doctrine of forgive and 
forget win be preached, and the people 
will be urged to patronize German mer­
chants and manufacturers as they did 
before the war. It is not likely that 
it will succeed because, regardless of 
what may be said or done by some or­
ganizations and public men, th# 
American people are not going to buy

It would be well if there 
could be an early revival of the keen in­
terest and analysis which was formerly 
given to revenue and economic legisla­
tion and which has always been so 
largely responsible for the elimination

BRITISH ARMY HEADQUARTERS IN 
PALESTINE. September 28 (vis MoBt|eal).- 
A few hundred Turks laft behind at Haifa, 
re elated the Britlah advance, taking advan­
tage of the configuration of the ground, 
with a month on one aide and Mt. Carmel 
on the other, but were finally driven out.

The population gave the British a meet 
enthusiastic reception, even German colonists 
participating in the welcome. These Ger­
mans ore mostly immigrant# from Wurtteiu- 
barg. who came to Palestine on conscien­
tious grounds.

If glucose to present a dense 
white precipitate slowly settles down 
Where no glucose has been employed 
there Is no precipitate, save, i& some 
cases, a very trifling sediment of pro- 
teid matter, which, however, is so 
smalF that it could not possibly be rots 
taken for the sediment which glucose 
produces. The last named 1# not par 
ticularly harmful in itself, but to very 
frequently used as an adulterant In sup­
posedly pure preserves for extra profit

The high water mark In the develop­
ment In zinc mining and refining in 
Japan has been reached since the out­
break of the present war. Zinc was 
first mined in a commercial way in 
1897, but even as late as 1911 the output 
was only about 10,000 tons. The refin­
ing of the ores was not started on a 
large scale until 1914. The rising quota­
tions of the metal In all markets gave 
the industry- great Impetus In Japan, 
so that in 1915. 21,000 tons of re­
fined goods and in 1916, 46,000 tons were 
produced. It Is estimated that the pro­
duction in 1917 totaled some 65,000 tons. 
It 1s said that the refineries can pro­
duce as high as 100.000 tons a year, but 
as this takes some 250,000 ton# of zinc 
ore. the problem before Japan is to ob- 
tahi 300.000 tons of ore In foueign mar­
kets, as only 50,000 tons were mined in 
Japan. In the past Japan has bought 
ore from China, Australia and Russia, 
the greater part of the ore, however, 
coming from Australia.

—Not only national prohibition in the 
United States will be one of the results 
of the war. but world-wide prohibition 
eventually will result from the conflict. 
It Is predicted by the Rev. Edwin S. 
Shumaker, head of the antl-ealoon 
forces of Indiana, who spoke at an an­
niversary service of the Indiana Anti- 
Saloon League held here Wednesday 
night as the feature of the second night 
meeting of the sixty-seventh annual 
session of the northwest Indiana con­
ference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church.

Mr. Shumaker declared that while the 
citlsens of this nation were defeating 
the kaiser, they were also wiping out 
of existence the kaiser’s roost powerful 
ally, John Barleycorn, and kindred sub­
jects.

The South Bend DletricL 
In his annual report to the conference 

today, the Rev. M. H. Appleby, super­
intendent of the South Bend district, re­
ported that “the work In the South 
Bend district for the last year has 
kept step with the drum beat of war 
and the will of democracy for a peace 
by victory.” He reported ten changes 
in his district last year, due to minis­
ters being called to war or other 
charges, and that the women of his 
district have not only done their church 
work, but also have met the demands 
of the Red Cross and kindred war or­
ganizations.

Mr. Appleby said that the loss in 
membership and attendance in the Sun­
day schools and Epworth leagues in 
some churches have become alarming, 
due not only to the enlistment of young 
men in the army, but by the removal 
of families from the fimaUer towns to 
the great industrial centers.

” “And not the least alarming feature 
of the situation is that these families 
do not as a rule unite with the church 
in the new location,” the superintend­
ent reported.

Retires After Six Years.
Mr. Appleby is retiring superintendent 

of the South Bend district after six 
years' service there. The conference 
presented him with a gold watch as a 
token of esteem for his work in the 
district.

The Rev. Edgar C. Tullar, of New 
York, representing the deaconess board 
of the church, declared before the con­
vention that “God is not going to hand 
over to the kaiser the reins of any gov­
ernment,” and claimed that this war 
has brought the realization that wom­
an’s day has arrived.

The annual meeting of the Preachers' 
Aid Society was held at 10 o’clock 
Thursday morning, and was followed by 
the first address of a series of three on 
“Messages for the Times,” by Bishop 
Francis J. McConnell, of Denver, who 
is presiding at the business sessions of 
the conference.

Thursday afternoon was devotsd to 
the anniversary of the Woman’s Home 
Missionary Society. The Rev. Charles 
A. Parkin, a missionary, made the prin­
cipal address. Thursday night the, 
Methodist laymen will have charge of 
the program. The Rev. Joseph R. 
Hanker, president of the Illinois Wom­
an's college, at Jacksonville, 111., and 
Bishop McConnell, will make the prin­
cipal addresses.

In making the principal talk before 
the conference in an anniversary service 
of the Freemen’s Aid Society, late 
Wednesday. P. J. Maveety, of Cincin­
nati, secretary of the Freedmen’s Aid 
Society, said that America is solving 
two of the greatest problems that con-, 
front the human nice. He named the 
first as the problem of self-government, 
and the second as that "of the har­
monious union of different races, lan­
guages and religions In a single democ­
racy.”

Test of Government Form.
The speaker contended that the last 

problem was the final test of popular 
government and said that anything that 
tends to prevent the harmonious blend­
ing of all the races and peoples that 
have come together to make up the 
United States of America must be ut­
terly eliminated from our national life.

In speaking of the negro, the secre­
tary and that “the very safety of the 
republic, as well as the question of a 
Christian humanity, demands that he 
should have the same education and 
business opportunities as given to num­
bers of any other raert

Makes Flrat Address. 
Following the address of Mr. Maveety, 

the Rev. Worth M. Tippy, of New York 
city, secretary of the Federated Church 
Council for War Work, made his first 
address of a series of four on problems 
which the church must meet after the 
war. The Rev. Mr. Tippy urged the 
pastors to organise their church to the 
limit of its power and make the church 
the most powerful factor in its com­
munity. He said that after the war. 
the small church In a community of 
many churches, will give way In New 
York. SL Louis, Indianapolis snd other 
cities, to the more powerful church re­
gardless of religious seeta

COLVER DEFENDS REPORT.

GET READY FOR LIBERTY LOAN

Tactimony Cite* Connection of Pack- 
ere With Pineneial Institutions. 
WASHINGTON. September »•—Wil­

liam R Colver. chairman of the federal 
trad* corrmission, testified today before 
the Most* agriculture committee in 
support of the commission'* recent report 
charging monopoly and profiteering in 
the packing Industry, and in reply to the 
protest to the President by the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States that 
thb commission exceeded its authority 
in conducting the packers’ investigation, 
and in other activities.

Mr. Colver’s testimony was largely In 
aupport of the commission’s allegations 
that the packers were interlocked with 
financial institutions and h* gave names 
of numerous directors and former offi­
cers of the Chember of Commerce, who, 
he said, are officers in banks which 
have made large loans to the packers.

Most of the loans hav* been nego­
tiated since June 30. 1317, Mr. Colver 
told the committee. Some of them were 
unsecured, and others were secured by 
Liberty bonds.

HOG MINIMUM, $15.50.
Recommendation of National Agricul­

tural Advisory Committee.
WASHINGTON, September 26. - A 

guaranty to farmer# of a minimum 
price of *15.60 a hundred pounds for hogs 
during the war is recommended by the 
national agricultural advisory commit­
tee in a report submitted to the food ad­
ministrator. Though the food adminis­
tration haa no power to fix definite 
prices for hogs or for corn, the report 
points out that prices may be regulated 
to a great extent through controlled or­
ders for the army, navy, allies and ex­
port trade.

In dealing with packers in respect to 
the co-ordinated purpose of pork prod­
ucts. the advisory committte recom­
mends that "directions should, if neces­
sary. include a definite price basis in 
advance from month to month for pack 
era’ purchase of hogs upon which such 
orders will be based." The minimum 
price of *15.50 a hundredweight, the 
committee believes, would insure a 
profitable price to the producer and a 
fair price to the consumer. The price 
at the various markets would be calcu­
lated on the average of packers' droves 
at Chicago.

Both extremely high and low price# 
should be guarded against by the food 
administration In dealing with the pork 

I situation, the report says, for "if prices 
should go so high as to curtail consump­
tion at home and abroad, the stabilisa­
tion of prices during the next winter 
would likely fall, with disaster to the 
producer. On the other hand, it must be 
recognized that the costs of production 
are necessarily greatly increased, and 
that to maintain production fair returns 
must be assured to the farmer."

In fixing a definite price basis from 
month to month, the report says, hog 
prices should be based on the average 
"farm value of corn,” the general corn 
figures being determined by prices In the 
eight leading hog and corn state# in the 
five months preceding the month in 
which th^hogs are marketed.

He said 
he oelieved the cases to be “stage 
fright” rather than an actual attack of 
the disease.

Hurty Give* Advice.
Dr. John N. Hurty, •secretary of the 

state board of health, today gave out 
this advice:

"Under the name, 'Spanish influenza,’ 
the old-time influenza is rapidly spread­
ing over this country. Massachusetts 
reports 70,000 cases with about 1,000 
deaths. It is not yet epidemic in Indi­
ana-only a few mild cases reported and 
no deaths. It has invaded several of our 
training camps and will doubtless be­
come epidemic in civil life.

“There is no specific remedy. We must 
depend on the ounce of prevention. The 
infection is in the secretions of the 
mouth and nose. If all spitting would 
Immediately cease, and if all coughers 
and sneezers would hold a cloth or paper 
handkerchief over their noses and 
mouths when coughing or sneezing, then 
influenza and coughs and colds would 
almost disappear. We also must not for­
get to tone up our physical health, for 
even few and weak microbes may find 
iqdgment in low toned bodies.

Precautions Cited.
"To gain high physical tone, get 

plenty of sleep in a well ventilated bed­
room. pon't worry, don’t feast, don't 
hurry, don’t fret. Look carefully after 
elimination. Eat only plain foods. Avoid

British, French and Russian Agree­
ment to Be Carried Out.

PARIS, September 26 (Havas).—Liber­
ated territory In Palestine will be ad­
ministered under the agreement reached 
between the British, French and Rus­
sian governments in 1916, it is learned 
here. England and. France will carry 
out the agreement under which France 
Is charged with the preparation of a 
scheme of self-government for the peo­
ple of Palestine.

received the following telegram from the 
provost marshal:

"On receipt ef the second edition of 
the selective service regulations local 
boards will proceed forth#lth to the 
physical examination of all registrants 
who have been placed In Class 1. regard­
less of the pendency of an appeal to the 
district board, unless there is also pend­
ing a claim for deferred classification on 
the ground of engaging In industry, oc­
cupation or employment, including agri­
culture.”

Another official order says: "A regis­
trant no longer has the right or privilege 
of applying to be sent to a medical ad­
visory board.’’

Third Appeal Board Ready.
Lucius B. Swift, chairman of the Third 

district appeal board, * said today that 
the board will be in full session by Mon­
day to fix final classification on regis­
trants coming under its jurisdiction 
through the last registration. The war 
department expects the board to have 
its work completed by January L and 
Chairman Swift said that every effort 
possible will be made to come up to the 
expectation.

Thirty-seven local boards are in the 
Third dietrict and during the summer 
many of them have been In conference 
with the appeal board to harmonize 
classification procedure so that fewer 
appeals may be taken from the *local 
boards. Claims of deferred classification 
for agricultural or industrial reasons 
come before the appeal board as original 
cases and the board has already begun 
work on some of them reaching it from 
the new registrants.

Advice to Factory Employee.
Mr. Swift advised that factory em­

ployes who wish to claim deferred 
classification in the selective service 
system go to their employers with their 
questionnaires for first assistance.
"I know nothing about notices which 

have been posted about some factories 
and since become .subject of criticism," 
he said, "but I have in a number of 
cases suggested to employers that they 
assist their employes in putting their in­
dustrial claims on their questionnaires 
In order to secure a more careful pre­
sentation of the claim, and in that way 
assist the district board.

Mr. Kidner said crippled soldiers 
should be made to feel themselves ca­
pable of earning their own way. "The 
problem is not that of limbless and 
blinded men.” he said. Of the 28,000 sol­
diers sent back to Canada, he added, but 
1,400 had undergone major amputations, 
and only sixty were blind. Canada Is 
offering training In 300 occupations for 
such veterans, and America will give 
more than that, the speaker said.
